REDUCE TRACK RECORDS. 



Former Makes New Mark for Mile and Sixteenth and 
ZipanKo Cats Mile and Three-Sixteenths Mark — 
A1 Muller Takes Stake Feature of Program. 



Buffalo, X. Y., July 17. — Today's sidendid eard. 
featuri'd hy tiu* Fort Krlo Soiling Stak<-s at six 
furlongs, and two liandioaps — *nio at a mile and a 
sixt<H-ntb and anotln-r for sorlnt«‘i*s at Hiroo-qtiartera 
— hrouglit out liy far the largest attondanoe of the 
Fort Krlo luoeling. The orowd was regaled with' 
some sensatioual si.ort. While the stake rsej- was 
the headliner from the nionetarr standisdut. the 
handiinps furnished tiie l«-st eontests. The mile 
and a sixtet ntli iiandieaii espeeially proved a thriller, 
the tlrst four at the tlnish. Tonn-nue, (Ireen Seal. 
tJrania and Creel, tiuisliing so elosely grotiis-ib that 
the piawfrhial Idanktd woiinl Itave eoverial them. 
The ruee had its disappidntment to manv In the 
poor allowing of Meadow. Ilie s|M-eilv Texas filly, 
whieh. in her previous out. had gained iiumeroim 
friends h.v a sterling performaiiet-. In lislav's raee 
she was given a I'lnnilering ridi- h.v Jis-key ' Bristks. 
whleli largei.v aeeonnfed for lier tsstr * showing. 
fJreen .Seal and Tonrenne were the eontenders most 
of tile wa.v and the simsmIv pace thev for«‘ed eaiised 
a reiluetion of tlie ft.rmer traek leeord of 1:4.'. for 
the ilistanee hy a tlftli of a seeond. 

Royal On.vx. whieh 1ms la-en running eoiisistentl.v 
here, surprised the pnhile h.v heating Hanhridge in 
the sprint handicap. llanliridge. Little Osage and 
C entre Shot were the leaders approaehiiig the stretch 
turn, where Centre Shot Is-gan to bleed and was 
forced to (|uit. She earriitl ilaidiridge and Little 
Osage out, whieh enahled Royal On.vx to slip through 
next to the rail, llanhritlge landed si-ixMid mone.v a 
now- Is-fore Little Osage and half a length behind 
the winner. 

A1 Muller showed improvement over previous es- 
sa.ys and it proved an easy matter for him to lieat a 
fair hand of sprinters in the stake race. He was 
away forwardl.v, showed the most s|s-ed for the en- 
tin- jonrne.v ami had a eonple of lengths to spare 
at the finish. Fulford lainU-il seeond place a small 
margin la-fore Sal Vtilatlle, the favorite.

After the finish of the efoslng race, .locke.y Haynes, 
the rider of Reldmoore. complained to the judge.s that 
jockey Musgrave on (Hies had taken hold of Reld- 
mooro’s bridle and steered him wide at the stretch 
turn. The officials, after uuestinning Musgrave, dis- 
missed the matter. That rider, who arrlvetl toda.v 
from Saratoga, returned agaiu to the same place anil 
will lie engaged in riding the Seagram horses during 
their preparation for the Saratoga meeting. 

Starter Dade suspemled joeke.v Leltiert for the ri-- 
mainder of the Fort Erie mt-etlng for disobedience 
at the post while astride Royal Onyx.

Keformers in Westchester who liave Is-tsime eoii- 
eernnl have [Misslldy overlmiked the fact that Die 
courts liave dis-iiled tliat. oral wagers are legal and 
timt set tlenients In cash can Iw inaih* after the 
races: tliat a isTson can quote odds and accept as 
many wagers as lie ma.v w'e lit providing lie dm's not 
make a ns'ord of the transactions. It is a fact that 
.siniie of the la.vers who an- taking oral liets emidoy 
as many as half a dozen men to memorize the trans- 
actions and that these clerks liave a reniarkalile 
eapaelty due to long exjH'rienee. A casual observer 
of the methiKls in vogne at Empire Cll.v would find it 
impossilde to detect the slightest violation of the 
law.
